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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-55 are pending and subject to restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a cell culture of propagating pancreatic cells wherein 50% 
of cells exhibit cd56 and have insulin: actin mRNA ratio less than 1:1, classified in 
class 435, subclass 366, for example. 

II. Claims 6-15, drawn to a method for obtaining a cell culture of propagating 
pancreatic cells, classified in class 435, subclass 378, for example. 

III. Claims 16-34, drawn to a method for differentiating and making aggregate of 
insulin producing cells, classified in class 435, subclass 377, for example. 

IV. Claims 35-52, drawn to a method for providing endocrine function in a mammal, 
classified in class 424, subclass 93.7, for example. 

V. Claims 53-55, drawn to a method for monitoring pancreatic cells with CD56 
antibody, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The processes II and III are distinct from one another as claimed because they encompass 

an isolation of a cell culture and a differentiation of a cell culture as claimed and, thereby, the 

methods as claimed lead and/or result in, different and distinct products. 

The product of group I is different from the final products of methods of making of 

groups II and III as claimed because they are characterized by different features as claimed. 
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The process of group IV is different from the other processes because it encompasses in 
vivo treatment of mammals for providing pancreatic function and, thus, it is distinct from 
processes II, in, and V. 

The process of group V is different from the processes II and II because it is drawn to in 
vitro quantitative monitoring of cell biding that is not required by processes II and III as claimed 
and, thus, it is distinct from processes II , HI, and V. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for one group is not required for the other groups, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
